THE PUNISHMENT OF THE LASH IN THE 
ARMY.—FLOGGING A SOLDIER AT FERMOY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 

We have seldom or never witnessed such a scene as 
took place in Fermoy on last Thursday. Private John 
Kearns of the depot 28th Foot, quartered in that town, 
was tried by court-martial, on the charge of having, for 
the second time, deserted from his regiment, and sen- 
tenced to receive fifty lashes, and undergo an imprison- 
ment of eighty-four days, with hard labour. The priso- 
ner on being brought to the parade-ground to hear the 
sentence of the court, in the presence of the entire bat- 
talion, according to the regulations of the service, be- 
haved himself with the most extreme recklesness, 
tossed his cap in the air, and committed such acts ef 
insubordination, that the colonel, after informing him 
that he was to receive his punishment at pi “3 five 
on the following morning, immediately ordéred him 
back to the guard-room. Accordingly, next morning, 
at the appointed hour, the battalion was paraded in the 
hospital yard, where the triangles had been previously 
fixed, and the prisoner brought forward. The Adju- 
tant then read the sentence a second time, when the 
soldier, quite unconcernedly, stripped off his jacket, 
placed it on the cross-bar as a support for his neck, de- 
sired the drummers to strap his arms and legs tightly, 
and then “ flog away, as hard as they liked.” At 
the sixth lash the blood flowed, and at the conclusion 
of his punishment, his back was one discoloured mass. 
Not a moan escaped him, nor didj a muscle of his 
face change. On being released from his bonds, he re- 
marked, with the utmost nonchalance, “ that he only had 
enough to give an Irishman an appetite for his breakfast, 
that he could easily take two fifties more, hoped the 
English fellows had now seen what stuff a‘ Paddy’ was 
made of.” Hedanced, laughed, and behaved in such a 
refractory manner, that the colonel was obliged to threaten 
him with a drum-head court-martial, and to give him 
filty more on the spot. All was in vain, nothing could 
awe him, and the escort was ordered to hurry him to 
hospital. In fact such a case of hardened recklesness has

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day may prove an easy prey to-morrow. Careless of 
rebuffs, she bides her time until, like the fox in the fable 
by force or frand, the cherished morsel is transferred to 
her own insatiable maw. But it is to the most recent of 
her many exploits ia this Jine that we would at present 
call attention. For years pastshe has been steadily 
pushing forward her frontier over those boundless 
steppes which cover the whole of Central 
Asia, until the chin of the Yablonnier moun- 
tains formed the only line of demarcation between 
Russia and China, the two rival Empires of the 
Kast and West. Onae attempt dlone had been 
made to cross this mountain barrier, and that had 
been attended with signal failure. Unused to the 
Imperial yoke, and maddened by the oppression of 
their new masters, « horde of Calmucks were 
arrested in the course of their migration to China, 
by a formidable band of Cossacks and other irre- 
gular troups. The seene of action was cunningly 
shifted to a epot within the Chinese frontier, and 
the aggressors were instantly surrounded by a tribe 
of savage Mongols. They fell almost to a man 
under the well-lirected fire of these fierce bor- 
derers, and from that moment no further appeal to 
arms has been made on the part of Russig in these 
pathless wilds. ut art has accomplished that which 
would have been hazardous, if not, impracticable, for 
arms 

The paper read by Sir John Bowring at the meeting 
of the British Association which has just terminated 
throws light) upon their last move. We learn that, in 
pursuance 0? the provisions of a treaty which has lately 
been concladed, vast tracts of Chinese Tartary have 
passed into the hands of the Czar. Nor is the territorial 
extent Of the country thus ceded the most important 
feattre of the transaction. ‘Their new acquisition will 
se ure to the Muscovites that which they have long 
desired—the possession of a port in a southern latitude. 
Hitherto, for six months of the year at least, the ice 
has proved an insuperable obstacle to any vessel 
attempting to make the harbour of Petropau- 
lovski. Alexandropol, the new capital, is in a 
far more favourable position. Situated on the 
coast, it is within a comparatively short distance of the 
point where the River Amoor makes its last great bend 
to the northward. The intervening country has been 
already surveyed, and is found to offer no obstacles to 
the construction of a railway or even of a ship canal. 
Its position is sufficiently to the southward to ensure an 
easy access throughout the whole winter. It is well 
placed for the purposes of the trade which must shortly 
spring up with Japan, while it affords a winter cruising- 
station for the Rassian flect. The district of the Amoor 
iteelf ix richin natural advantages. Its streams penetrate 
the interior of Siberia, and will become ere long 
a most important artery of inland commerce. The 
climate, hospitable in comparison with the inclemency 
of the wild tracts which adjoin it, is already attracting 
crowds of settlers,to whom every inducement is af- 
forded which the Government can hold out in the 
shape of grants of land. Virgin forests clothe the 
banks of the rivers, and the existence of considerable 
mineral wealth has been already disclosed by the 
survey. Kussia has, in fact, assumed n new po- 
sition. Vanquished in the West, she has repaired her 
defeat in the Fast, and gratified her innate propensity 
to aggression «at the expense of the effete dynasty 
of China instead of the Sultan. Wemay now, of 
course, expect the monopoly which she has enjoyed of 
the caravan trade tucease. A sea voyage will be the 
substitute for the tedious land journey which retraced 
the very route over which Genghiz Khan marched with 
his countless hordes centuries ago on his way to thecon- 
yuest of India. Those predatory tribes who defied, by 
the rapidity of their movements, the proverbial vigi- 
lance of the Cossack horsemen will find their occupa- 
tion gouge. Postal communication has already been es- 
tablished once a month from St. letersburg to Pekin by 
relays of mounted couriers, but for all commercial pur- 
poses the longest way round will prove ulti- 
mutely the shortest means of reaching the 
wished-for destination. The ports of China are now 
open to the Russian trader, and we shall have to deal 
with apowerful competitor for the custom of the Celes- 
Uais. By degrees the present regulations must disap- 
pear by which Russian woollens have been forced, at an 
enormous price, upon an unwilling purchaser. An 
open market will reader impossible the continuance 
of a trade which is still conducted upon the pri- 
mitive principles of barter. It will hardly be 
credited by the mercantile world that an abso- 
lute prolubition cxists at the present moment 
upon any moncy payment from either side ; 
that no Russian goods ean be obtained for Chinese 
money; and that the purchase of Chinese goods in 
silver, their only currency, is altogether contraband. 
Such measures might serve to keep up the overland 
trade which it has been the traditional policy of Russia 
té joster, but can answer no purpose when the political 
mwtive for their continuance has ceased to exist. That 
Kussia cun ever compete successfully with British enter- 
prise in manufactured articles is most unlikely, but that 
a Vigorous attempt will be made in that direction we en- 
tertain no doubt. Already Count Mouravieff'is on his road 
to Japan, there to pave the way for Russian merchants in 
that newly-opened country. The great drawback of 
“iberia has always been the want of any outlet for its 
productions into the Indian Ocean, and the enormous 
expense entailed by the carriage even of the lightest 
articles of merchandise in a country destitute of roads, 
and where the streams for the most part run at 
right angles to the track of the caravans. Now 
all this has been changed. The Czar possesses 
in his new territory more than one of the finest 
harbours in the world. Large cities are already 
springing up. Clearings are beginning to fri 
the banks of the rivers, and trade will soon fol- 
low in their wake. We need hardly point ont the enor- 
mous preponderance which the Czar hag thus obtained 
at the court of his lmperial neighbour. The “ sick man” 
ai Pekin may prove a more manageable patient than his 
tellow-suffurer at Constantinople. Dr. Smethurst himselt 
could hardly have selected a case when the victim would 
be less surrounded by inquisitive friends, or in which the 
authority of the self-constituted physician would be more 
entirely paramount. Into the complicity of Russia 
in the perfidy which led to our recent repulse at the 
mouth of the Pviho we do not now propose to inquire. 
‘Time aloue can remove the veil which at present hangs 
over the tortuous mazes of deceit and chicanery which 
pass for the science of diplomacy in China. But of 
the dislike entertained by wes to the permanent es- 
tablishinent of a British Envoy at Pekin therecan be no 
question.

A congregation should not suppose that 
they are merely to listen to a select band of ! 

or to sit still and smile at the untutored efforts of a noisy 
band of charity children. Nothing is more calculated to 
awaken or sustain a devotional feeling than the volume 
of sound proceeding from a whole congregation joining 


in the psalmody of the church. The portion of 


the church service which is set to music is in reality the 
popular portion of the service. They who leave this to 
the priest, clerk, or charity children sacrifice their birth- 
right, and give up what their fathers t for—the title 
to participate largely in the pablic ministration of the 
service. We are convinced that there would be fewer 
visitants of Puseyite churches if every congregation 
joined in cultivating the noblest employment of the pow- 
ers God has given them. Supposing the angels to look 
down from Heaven upon earth, what sight to them would 
be more delightful than an assembly of Christian people 
uniting with cheerful hearts, as well as cheerful voices, 
with the harmony above 7 

Of course, a congregation cannot be expected to unite 
thus in public worship without some practice-—practice 
not only carried on at home when the family rests from 
its day’s labour, and when brother, sister, and parent 
group round the piano as night closes in---but practice 
in singing incompany with more numerous members of 
the congregation. And this, like every other good 
thing, has many advantages besides its primary one. 
We arenot,as Christians, mere travellers who acciden- 
tally meet at the same roadside inn, careless of the past, 
and regardless of each other’s future welfare. We 
ought to be, as the Apostle tells us, members one of 
another. A weekly meeting in the organ-loft of the 
church, under the presidency of the minister, brings many 
together who might not otherwise have met, and cements 
a congregatiep by making them necessary to each other. 
We know of a'parish in which there were seven or eight 
cliques, each forfning a narrow and exclusive coterie. The 
minister’s teachings had but little effect, until he thought of 
holding weekly meetings in hischurch for the practice of 
psalmody. The organist gladly attended; and some ac- 
complished ladies living in the neighbourhood set the 
whole in motion. A few came at first from curiosity, 
and then from love. A new feeling was stirred within 
the heart. ‘Those jealousies which are so apt to arisein a 
village district disappeared, and mutual acquaintance 
soon rubbed off the angularities which had hitherto kept 
them apart. The singing meetings soon gave origin to 
other meetings. Was there a case of distress to be re- 
lieved—was there a good object to be carried out---the 
minister mentioned the matter at the singing meeting, 
when all were assembled, and we have known from him- 
self that he found this delightfal evening’s occupation 
one of the most powerful means of rendering his minis- 
try effective. 

We know that of late years much has been done, but 
still much remains yet to be accomplished. It only 
needs an effort, for there is something so engaging in 
sacred music, and the occupation itself, that once the 
system is set in motion it will continue of itself. The 
first thing to be done is to call the younger members of 
the congregation together ; the next, to procure a 
series of cheap and simple church music. There cin 
be no difficulty experienced in obtaining them. We have 
seen a magnificent collection of church music to be had 
at a merely nominal sum. It is published by Bussell and 
Co., of London and Dublin. There is another, the 
“Melodia Sacra,” with the grandest old 
English tunes, set by Sir J. Stevenson. 
published by Marcus Moses, Westmorland-street, 
containing every hymn and psalm used in our churches, 
printed in clear bold type, on fine white drawing-paper, 
that those who run may read ; a beaut@ul addition to the 
young wife's drawingroom, and a worthy substitute for 
the ,trashy avnuals formerly found there. Jenny Lind 
gives her heavenly notes to sacred song im preference to 
all others; and many a beauteous voice in private life 
might work incalculable good, by courageously becoming 
an example to her household and friends, by showing 
forth the beauty of holiness that has been embodied 
in those grand compositions. Practising Luther’s 
Hymn in our old church, the other night, 
every word of which reveals the sincere 
Christian's heart, a gentleman present said, “I often 
sing that glorious hymn when walking by myself in 
the garden of a morning.” We felt, onthe moment, that 
with such a commencement that man’s day was well 
spent—that the words thus thought of and pondered 
over daily would affect his whole life with benefit. 
Could he, with the samelips, give utterance to lies or un- 
worthy feelings? Could he act the,hard and unpitying 
part? Would he meet his brother or sister that day 
with cold, contemptuous greeting? or would the gush- 
ing heart, warmed by that grand review, overflow with 
love and duty towards all? It were worth, at least, a trial; 
ull can try it without much cost,and whocan say the profit?

We are anxious upon this point, because we believe 
that one great means which Puseyism «Jopts, in order 
to attract listeners, who seon become enthusiasts, lies in 
their cultivation of congregational music.

The local authorities. of Southampton were 
most energetic in bringing the merits of the 
port fully before the company. The Chamber of 
Commerce of the town forwarded an elaborate and care- 
fully drawn up communication to the board in London, 
and directions were given in consequence to Captain 


Harrison to visit and inspect the port, and toweport upon 
its capabilities for receiving the ship. The. gallant 
captain placed himself in communication with Mr. 
Stebbing, the President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and Mr. Hedger the dock master, and made a careful 
examination of the place. The result was a favourale 
report by Captain Harrison, the only requirement being 
that moorings of the largest class should be laid down in the 
Southampton water, near the site of Netley Hospital, in 
order to enable the Great Eastern to swing safely at low 
spring tides. This it was immediately decided should 
be provided by those interested in the railway and 
the docks,and by the inhabitants generally. A deputa- 
tion from Southampton waited upon the directors of the 
Great Ship Company on Thursday, but the decision, as we 
have already mentioned, has been in favour of Holyhead. 
The reasons which operated, to a great extent, in the 
minds of the directors in coming to this conclusion are 
not difficult to understand. The Great Eastern was not 
built for the purpose of being exhibited in English ports 
at so much per head to visiters, but, on! the contrary, 
to solve the great problem in ocean navigation—Can 
a steaniship be constructed of such dimensions as to be 
capable of carrying her own coal upon a long voyage ? 
There is something humiliating in the notion that the 
last great work of Mr. Brunel should be hawked about 
from port to port, and exhibited in the same spirit and 
for the same purpose as the “ Pig-faced Lady,” the 
“ Real Mermaid,” or any otherofthe attractions of a 
gaping crowd of visiters at a country fair, Noone can 
complain that during the delay in port, necessary for 
repairing damage or receiving cargo, a small tax should 
be levied upon the curiosity of the public in the shape 
ef admission fee to see the great mechanical won- 
der of the present day ; but when the ship is ready 
for sea it does appear most ridiculous that the 
managing director of the company should be converted 
into an “itinerant showman,” and in every port that 
happens to have more than twenty feet of water invite 
the public to “ Walk up and see the largest ship in the 


world.” It is not as a huge monster that the interest of 
the country has been so warmly evinced in the progress 
and success of the Great Eastern, but as a grand experi- 


ment in naval architecture ; and the directors have 
done wisely in deciding that as soon as she is ready to 


try her powers on the ocean, there, and there only, 
should the great shipbe taken. The decision of the board 


shows that the directors have still some confidence in 
the undertaking, and it may lead the public to believe 


that the reign of divided authority and of petty jealousies 
and rivalries are at an end, and that all parties are re- 
solved upon setting the question of the merits of the 
great ship, which the late untoward accident, and the 


lamented death of tle great master spirit of the under- 
taxing, has for a short time delayed. 


It has been decided that no passengers will be con- 
veyed upon the trial trip to Holyhead, and all the per- 
sons who have taken berths for the occasion will have 
the passage money returned to them. Under the pro- 
visions of the Mercantile Marine Acts the Great Eastern 
would not be permitted to carry passengers, and the’ 
directors would be liable to heavy penalties if they did 
so, before receiving the certificate of the Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade. Having no fear of the 


passengers before their eyes, Mr. Scott Russell and Mr. 


Blake may test their paddle and screw engines to the 


utmost, and try the ship and her machinery thoroughly 


and in every respect. Capt. Robertson or Mr. Galloway, 
who were on board at the time of the late accident, will! 
no doubt accompany the ship on the trial trip, in order to 
report upon her sea-going qualities, before giving the cer- 
tificate. Mr. Russell has publicly stated that he will take 
charge of his own paddle engines, and so far as the 
screw engines are concerned, they will be, as they un- 
doubtedly were during the trip trom Deptford to Port- 
land, under the control of engineers appointed by Messrs. 
Watt and Co., the engines not having then or since been 
A trial trip is provided for 
by the terms of their contract, and such a trial could not, 
of course, be afforded by the usual run of small vessels 
down the river. Wehave no doubt that every precau- 
tion will be taken to have every part of the machinery 
and gear in proper working order, and, whatever may 
be the result, that there will be no more of that petty 
quibbling and special pleading by which every person 
tried to throw the blame of the late accident upon some- 
body else. ‘The makers will be in charge of their own 
engines, but if the engineer of the shipshouldsee that the 
doakey engines are as obstinate as their name would imply 
--that they require being held together, that somerivets are 
loose, that some valve will not open or shut, that the 
boilers are deficient of water, that some pipe is closed, 
or that any other little contrivance "is out of order, or 
requires looking at, it is to be hoped, for the sake of hu- 
manity, that he will not decline to open his lips on the 
subject, even though he may have received orders not 
to interfere with the engines. The representatives of 
the Board of Trade will be on board too, and they may 
also, no doubt, ieel it to be not beneath their duty to 
make themselves acquainted with such small matters as 
the stop-cocksof steam pipes. It affordsa curious commen- 
tary on the value of the usual official inspection to learn 
from the evidence of Mr. Galloway that he was so well 
satisfied with the working of the machinery that if the 
explosion of the water casing round the funnel had not 
taken place on the voyage to Weymouth, he should have 
had no hesitation in giving his certificate to the ship; and 


all the while this stop-cock was shut off and the de- 


stroying power was rapidly acquiring that force which 


exerted itself with such terrible effect. The Great 


Eastern might, in fact, have gone into the Atlantic with 
the certificate of the Board of Trade in the captain’s 
cabin; and the stand-pipe of the funnel-casing effec- 
tually plugged up, inviting explosien, destruction, and 


death.

Fashions are like flowers—we find them in ail seasons; 
their colours and their forina may vary, but they always 
have charms; the rich dahlia of Autumn is no less 
pleasing than the fresh rose of Spring. Thus some 
peignoirs, now made ina style suitable to the change 
of season, are quite as elegant, and will be as much ad- 
mired, as those of thinner texture worn in the Summer. 
They are richly embroidered, and lined with rose, lilac, 
mauve, or pale green taffetas. They have wide sashes, 
made of the same material as the peignoir, and em- 
broidered to match, trimmed round with narrow lace, 
or a small ruche of ribbon of the same colour as th 
lining. These sashes resemble scarfs,and produce a 
charming effect. The sleeves are large, hanging in plaits, 
and are alsoytrimmed with narrow lace or a ruche. A 
bow to match is placed on the front of the arm, and a 
similar trimming, arranged asa small collar, complete: 
this charming neglige. Muslin is now seldom seen for 
walking dress ; if worn, it is accompanied by a bournous 
if a light colour, either in cashmere, wadded and lined, 
ir in Algerine striped material of a bright colour ; thes¢ 
{ive often a line pf gold or silver between each stripe 
[he former are made with round hoods or pelerines ; 
the latter have square Arab hoods with tassels. This 
is the season for Indian cashmeres, which will always 
be aristocratic and distingue. Notwithstanding we now 
tind our fair fashionables arrayed in warmer peignoirs 
in the morning, we still see them at noon in lightc1 
dresses, with their many narrow flounces, or trimmed 
with plisses a la vielle or ftuted ruches. Some very 
simple, yet beautiful, evening dresses are made of clear 
white checked organdis, the checks formed merely with 
a thread ; the angle marked with a shamrock, a Maltese 
cross, or a star, embroidered. Sometimes the ine 
forming the checks is of gold colour, or of other colours 
to match the figure on the dress. White, pink, blue, and 
lilac grenadines, white or coloured tarlatans, with one 
or two skirts with little flounces, bouillonnes. 
or tunic, - are still worn. Some  beautifu 
trimmings, suitable for Autumn and Winte: 
dresses, have just been introduced. Ribbons ui 
silk and yelvet, satin and velvet, chines, and stripe: 
velvet, will be amongst the novelties of the season. Au- 
tumn shawls made of velvet, trimmed with a thick che- 
nille fringe, look exceedingly handsome. . Lace is also 
very much used. Shawls, with deep lace frills, are very 
generally adopted by the Parisians. An effort is being 
made to simplify the trimmings on the skirts, so that 
many are only trimmed quite at the bottom with a wide 
ruch ala vieille, whilst others have five or six very nar- 
row flounces. ‘This style willlead to plain skirts, which 
will, however, be exceedingly full, and trimmed up the 
front with passementerie, or large buttons trimmed with 
lace, which are very pretty trimming. ‘The newest Au- 
tumn materials are made with narrow or wide stripes of 
one or more colours, flowered and chinees ; the front 
breadth isofadeeper shade, with three wide stripes at 
the bottom. crossed with narrower ones, the sanx 
as thejrest of the dress. This style is worn flatter round 
the waist, widening at the bottom. Some silk dresses 
are trimmed with one wide flounce, with a 
heading, Fm nearly to the knee.

English papers the appointment of our fellow-country- 
man, Advagate Enrico Lemmi, to the post of prolessor 
of Italian literature to his Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales. Eirico Lemmi’s name is endeared io those 
[talians who love beyond all else-lItaly. ‘Those who 
have personally known him before the strugule of 
1848 can best tell how Italy had grown the 
centre of every aspiration of his imaginative nature, 
and how many of his youthful companions owe to 
his inspiriting words the honour of having fallen inthe 
brave strife on the glorious fields of Curtato: ¢ and Mon- 
tanara, and under the walls of Rome. Wohin, in 1848, 
bright hopes seemed to dawn for Italy, the early aspira 
tions of his life were quickly earried into action, an 
Carlo ‘Alberti deemed Enrico Lemmi deserving of a 
‘pecial notice (menzione onorevole) for the bravery he 
‘isplayed at Curtatone, while fighting by the vie ol 


flontanelli, Pilla, Pierotti, and that band ot braves who

Ín 1849 he was acting coninissioner {sr the department 
of Grusseto ; and having discharged Lis functions with 


zeal and intelligence, was appointed secretary to the 
embassy at Constantinople. And here we gladly and 
proudly mention a fact which honours our cause 
and countryman. In a letter inserted in 
this paper he respectfully but firmly declined 
office, alleging that, while danger threatened 
his country, his duty and privilege was to remain with 
those ready to defend it with life.

his imprisonment into exile. As Italians and as friends 
we rejoice that his nine years’ exile lias been cheered by 
the esteem of the people amongst whom he has dwe!! 
and that his talents have been appreciated and rewarded 
by the honour of teaching the heir of England’s throne.”
